With a vote of 7 to 5, the Student 
Senate at Sacramento State College 
voted new life into the construction 
of lights for the SSC fvotball field, 


The vote, which rescinded an 
order for a feasibility study of 
the lights to be made before bids 
for construction were to be sent 
Out, was a reversal of an earlier 
Senate vote. That vote, at a 
budget hearing, had ordered the 
study by a margin of 7 to 2. 


According to Scott Burns, 
Senate Chairman and opponent of 
the lights, ‘‘The deciding votes 
defeating the feasibility study did 
not necessarily reflect a stand for 


the lights, but rather a stand 
against, what some members

believed to be, stalling tactics.” 

Steve Whitmore, president of 
the Associated Students at SS( 
and another opponent of the lights, 
agreed with Burns, but said that 
since the order for the study had 
been rescinded, he had no choice 
but to send out the bids for con- 
struction. However, he added 
that he would do so with two 
provisions: 1) That all prospec- 
tive bidders be told of the 
up-coming referendum concerning 
the payment of Student Association 
fees and 2) That all prospective 
bidders be told that if the referen- 
dum goes through concerning 
Student fees, there will probably 
be no money to pay the more 
than $100,000 for the lights.

There has been noted some con- 
fusion on campus among the 
Students to the questions: What 
is the College Union, as noted 
on the back of their student body 
ecards’? and What is the College 
Union Committee’ 

A simple answer to the latter 
part of the questions can be found 
in the A,S.SS.C, Statute 153, 
Article 4a; THE DUTIES OF THF 
COLLEGE UNION COMMITTEE, 
‘*The committee shall work in con- 
junction with the President of the 
College and any committee which 
he might designate to develop plans 
for the programs and facilities to 
be contained in a College Union,’’ 
There are six (6) members on 
the student committee, They are 
elected for 4wo-year terms on a 
staggered elected basis. 

What is a College Union? So 
often people think the Union is 
only a service building with its 
physical facilities available to 


- Casual campus use, It should be 


made clear that the proper concept 
of the Union is that it is the 
physical facility through which the 
Union Program, the Student Ac- 
tivities Program, and college ac- 
tivities are fostered, according to 
a plan whereby they become de- 
finitely complementary to the 
College’s program and _ the 
Student’s complete education, 

The Union is the community 
center of the cullege, for all the 
members of the college family- 
students, faculty, administration, 
alumni and guests, It is not just 
a building; it is also an organiza- 
tion and a program, Together they 
represent a well-considered plan 
for the community life of (he col- 
lege, 

As the “living room’’ or the 
“*meeting place’’ of the college, 
the union provides for the services, 
conveniences, and amenities the 
members of the college family need 
in their daily life of the campus 
and for getting to know and under- 
stand one another through informal 
association outside the classroom. 

Without a Union as a rallying 
point for the all-important contacts 
and associations, extra-curricular 
life can become a mere form of 
confusion and aimless effort, 
rather than orderly creation of 
opportunities for students to learn 


from each other and from prac- 
ticing classroom teachings in their 
activities, 

Perhaps the foregoing is best 
summarized by this Definition of 
a College Union: ‘‘A College Union 
is briefly, the campus community 
center, It is designed to unify the 
campus community and to provide 
for the student, personal, social, 
intellectual, and cultural develop- 
ment; practice in leadership and 
management; and experience in 
proper use of leisure time;—by 
far, not the least of its program 
includes hospitality services to 
Students, administration, and 
faculty and to alumni, friends, 
parents, and visitors. It is 
the campus ‘living room’, a place 
to meet and eat, and, in general 
have fun, It is the cemter of campus 
life, the ‘hub’ of all campus acti- 
vities, a laboratory in human re- 
lations, democratic action, and in 


living.”’

One of the most pressing 
problems for a person of Mexican 
descent in the United States is 
that of identity, commonly called 
the identity crisis. For here isa 
person who is officially classified 
as white (Spanish surname) by the 
Census Bureau of this country, 
yet because the shade of his skin 
generally is darker than the 
Anglos’, he is effectively de- 
signated as a minority, Further- 
more, he is also discriminated 
against because of his desire to 
retain the Spanish language and 
some of the customs and traditions 
of Mexico, 

Even though the Indian strain in 
Mexicans is predominant amongst 
the population, like in all the 
countries of America (Latina) 
there is a significant portion who 
have very definite European 
features. These light skinned 
Mexicans could, if they did not 
speak with an accent, easily be 
mistaken for Anglos or some Euro- 
pean stock, This multiplicity of 
shades amongst Mexicans has to 
some extent historically played a 
Significant role in the level of 
economic and social achievement 
for Mexicans living in the barrios 
of the United States, Those Mexi- 
cans who were lighter generally 
received better treatrnent in the 
schools, usually obtained greater 
opportunities in vocations, and 
were accepted much more easily 
into the mainstream of American 
society. 

All of the above factors plus 
the realism of obsession with skin 
color (or racism) in this country 
served to place many of these light- 
skinned Mexicans in roles as 
leaders of the Mexican communi- 
ties. Since childhood, especially in 
the school system, the little dark- 
skinned Mexican was taught that he 
was inferior in most capacities to 
the Anglo, and even to his lighter- 
skinned Mexican brother. There- 
fore, what evolved in the barrios 
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SURE TO COME 


to some extent was a hierarchy of 
types based upon the color of an 
individual’ s gkin, 

The identity problems of the 
Mexican did not, however, end with 
the color of his skin. Of even 
greater importance was the con- 
stant attempt by the dominant Anglo 
society to pressure and humiliate 
the Mexican into giving up the 
Spanish language and customs and 
traditions retained from Mexico. 
The now recognized lack of 
Mexican history in U.S, history 
textbooks; the forcible suppression 
of the Spanish language in the 
classrooms and playgrounds; the 
sick humor directed against the 
young Mexican’s customs, clothes 
and even his lunch; the inability 
of teachers and counselors to mo- 
tivate the youth and encourage 
higher education goals; these and 
many other examples serve to 
create a sharp lessening of self- 
respect and bewilderment in the 
minds of young Mexican children. 

Socially he was constantly made 
aware that he was not acceptable 
unless he would shed many of his 
native habits and language. Even 
when he would conform to the 
wishes of his Anglo associates 
he would often find that they con- 
sidered him nothing more than a 
‘*good Mexican’’ and talk and jokes 
behind his back continued, At res- 
taurants and theater he was often 
led to areas specifically set aside 
for Mexicans, One of the most 
insulting displays of bias occurred 
in the church, where the Mexican 
took his family on Sunday and 
proceeded to be ushered to pews 
on one side of the church or to 
specific pews where other 
Mexicans sat, 


Understanding 


The above paragraphs attempt 
to create some understanding as 
to the identity crisis that has 
developed amongst many Mexican 
youth in the United States. For 
here is a person who is not only 
inferior to Anglo standards but also 
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anti-American, Even in some 
homes the young Mexican’ s parents 
did not offer an understanding of 
his cultural background or refused 
to speak Spanish for fear their 
children would be discriminated 
against by the Anglo society. The 
result has often been for that 
Mexican seeking to raise his 
Standard of living, a denial of 
his native customs and language 
and a quite-never attained drive 
for full accultruation and assimi- 
lation within the American societal 
mainstream, For those Mexicans 
not willing to part with their native 
ways, it has often meant relegation 
to a bad education, low-paying job, 
and social ostracism. Therefore 
many Mexicans previously refused 
to admit their ancestry, instead 
proclaiming themselves Greeks, 
Italians, Spanish, etc. 

Recently, however, beginning in 
1966, there has revived a phe- 
nomenon predominantly among 
Mexican youth to deny the term 
Mexican-American and instead to 
adopt another term (Chicano), The 
following article will deal with the 
differences, both semantically and 
real, between the mentalities of a 
Mexican-American, a Chicano, a 
Third World mentality, and the 
ultimate mentality in the opinion 
of this author, the humanist. 


The Mexican-American 


In the contemporary Chicano 
movement and thought, the term 
Mexican-American has acquired 
certain distinguishing aspects 
which differentiate it substantially 
from the term Chicano. Aside from 
differences emanating from emo- 
tional or philosophical causes, the 
term Mexican-American is re- 
pugnant to Chicanos because of at 
least two reasons, 

The first reason is that the term 
is semantically wrong. The ar- 
rogance of citizens of the country 
in calling themselves Americans 
as if the term is exclusively theirs 
rankles most Latin Americans. If 
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one travels to Latin America, he 
is constantly made aware that he 
in regarded as a nortcamericano, 
Mexicans have historically stres- 
sed the above point and therefore 
Chicanos have noted that by virtue 


of being Mexican one is automati- 
cally American also, Therefore it 
is semantically correct to say 
Italian - Americans, Irish - 
Americans, Chinese - Americans, 
etc., because these U.S. citizens 
are descended from those areas 
of the world not in the Americas. 
But the attempt by Anglos to further 
define Mexicans by adding the 
hyphen and American is wrong and 


arrogant. 
The second reason the term 
Mexican - American is un- 


acceptable to Chicanos is because 
it is a term which has been at- 
tached to us by the Anglo society. 
One of the major points of con- 
tention between ethnic minorities 
and the dominent Anglo culture in 
this country is the concept of self- 
determination, The concept of self- 
determination is of paramount im- 
portance to Chicanos, and one 
manifestation of this concept is to 
be able to define what certain 
words and terms mean to us and 
what we wish to call ourselves, 

Mexican-American is a term 
which persons of Mexican descent 
in this country never called them- 
selves previously, instead pro- 
claiming themselves Mexicanos, 
Hispanos, Chicanos, etc. There- 
fore, after years of passively ac- 
cepting the Anglo designation for 
us, Chicanos have begun to under- 
stand that one of the prime moti- 
vating factors for a movement is 
positive self-identity, Acceptance 
of a term that the system and 


culture we are directly in con- 
flict with has applied to us, is 
unacreptable, For it is understood 
that we could have easily been 
accepted as Americans, yet *he 
tokenism involved in naming us 





Mexican-Americans is nothing 
more than an attempt to isolate us 
and maintain a master-servant 
relationship. 

The view of the term Mexican- 
American in contemporary Chi- 
cano t ought, then, is that of a 
Mexican who seeks acculturation 
with the dominant Anglo culture 
and society. This desire for as- 
similation features certainaspects 
which are negative for positive 
self-identity and self-respect. One 
aspect is that the Mexican- 
American either rejects his 
Mexican heritage or else places 
it in a role of secondary im- 
portance to the Anglo culture, In 
effect what the Mexican-American 
is doing when he devalues his 
heritage is admitting that his 
parents, symbolizing the Mexican 
heritage, are inferior. Since he is 
but a product of his parents, the 
Mexican-American is also ad- 
mitting that he is inferior and the 
resultant is a conscious or sub- 
conscious lack of self-respect. 

In terms of what this accul- 
turationist drive means to the 
Chicano movement, the Mexican- 
American is politically ineffective 
because he either fails to see or 
rejects the notion that as a Mexi- 
can he has a responsibility to his 
community, Previously too many 
Mexicans who ‘‘make it’’ left the 
Mexican communities never to re- 
turn and instead attempted to as- 
similate intc the Anglo society. 
Instead the Mexican-American has

become indoctrinated with the Pro- 
testant or Puritanistic ethnic of 
self-achievement and material 
gains, because of his search for 
acculturation which now causes his 
commitment to the Chicano cause 
to be a contradiction to his now 
distorted values, This Puritan 
ethic, stressing the concept of 
“lifting yourself up by your boot- 
straps’’ in unapplicable to Mexi- 
cans in this country because of 
discrimination and racism by 
Anglos and the capitalist system. 
Thus when a Mexican-American 
accepts this ethic he is in effect 
denying the existence of the many 


injustices perpetuated against 
Mexicans in the country 
(vendiendose), 

The Chicano 


Every Mexican-American is a 
potential Chicano, Before we can 
explore what a Chicano is the 
reader should have a background 
as to where the term originated 
and its use in the United States, 
Although no one has categorically 
determined how the term was born, 
it is generally accepted that it 
came from northern Mexico. It 
is from northern Mexico that 
burritos originate, and where 
menudo, mole, pozole and many 
other foods prepared by Chicanos 
also are made in the same manner 
distinct from the greater southern 
Mexico, 

It is also in northern Mexico, 
because of its close contact with 
the United States, that the language 
academically called Calo and lo- 
cally named Pochoalso originated, 
One theory that this author pre- 
sents as to the origin of the term 
Chicano is that the citizens of 
Chihuahua, a city and state of 
northern Mexico, took the ‘‘Chi’’ 
from the name and added the 
‘‘cano” from Mexicano, arriving at 
Chicano, 

Chronologically speaking, the 
term Chicano has perhaps been 
common in the United States since 
the 1930’s, It is a term that was 
used by Mexicans long before 
Mexican-American, and was used 
as an intimate name to note recog- 
nition of our particular status as 
not full Mexicans nor full 
Americans (U.S. type). Therefore, 
the term Chicano is not a new 
phenomenon, as is popularly sup- 
posed, The name perhaps last had 
significant national attention 
during the so-called ‘‘zoot- 
suit riots’’ in Los Angeles during 
the early 1940's. 

Recently the name was revived 
about 1965 at the beginning of the 
Delano strike and is continuing to 
grow in popular usage and 
in building of a definite civil-rights 
movement and philosophy. It should 
be noted that a civil-rights move- 
ment does not embrace fully the 


term Chicano, because many Chi- 
canos want either a complete re- 
vision of the U.S, political and 
economic system or separation 
from it. 

Salient aspects of the Chicano 
include a se!f-awareness or seif- 
respect and a personal commit- 
ment to the Chicano communities. 
The high degree of self-respect 
amongst Chicanos exists because 
this individual accepts his Mexican 
culture and language as at least 
equal, if not superior, to the 
Anglos’, He rejects the notion that 
he must subjugate his heritage in 
order to rise within the American 
society and instead presents the 
Anglo with the alternative of ac- 
cepting him as an equal human 
being. 

If the Anglo refuses to allow 
him his self-respect, as is often 
the case, the Chicano seeks to 
establish political and economic 
hegemony over his communities 
in order to control them and per- 
petrate his existence as a distinct 
entity. Increasingly the Chicano is 
becoming more isolated in many 
respects from the Anglo society 
than ever before because of the 


Anglo’s refusal to accept him. 
For the Chicano asks himself: 


“Why should I try to prove my- 
self to the Anglo? I am going to 
be my own man, respecting my 
heritage, and if accepted as such, 
it’s well, if not, that is also all 
A Chicano is also very much 
aware of the history of Mexican 
peoples in this country, He recog- 
nizes that Mexican citizens de- 
fending the Mexican flag fought 
against Santa Ana at the Alamo; 
that 20% of the G.1.’s on the front 
lines in Vietnam are Chicanos 
while we comprise but 3% of the 
total population of this country; 
that educationally, politically, eco- 
nomically, and socially, gross in- 
justices have been perpetrated 
against our communities by the 
dominant Anglo society. 
Linguistically, the Chicano 
recognizes that he possesses a 
different mentality or outlook 
towards life than the Anglo due 
to some extent to the differences 
between the Spanish and English 
languages. As an example, the 
Anglo will say, ‘‘I missed the bus,”’ 
while the Chicano will say ‘‘me 
dejo el camion’’ (The bus left me). 
Or notice the difference between ‘‘I 
broke the glass’’ and ‘‘se quebro 
el vaso’’ (The glass broke itself). 
The above examples are but 
two illustrations of how, because of 
the language, Spanish - speaking 
peoples develop a some what dif- 
ferent outlook on life from that of 
English - speaking U.S, citizens, 
This denial to accept the blame for 
some incidents that occur to us, 
coupled with many other peculaiar 
aspects of the Spanish language 
and Mexican culture, distinguish 
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us from the great majority of only 
English - speaking citizens of this 
country. 

It is not to say that we have an 
inferior mentality; conversely, our 
way of thinking is something in- 
nate, and Chicanos who recognize 
this, view this difference posi- 
tively, for it represents @ more 
communal philosophy anda greater 
responsibility to our fellow Chi- 
canos, It is to say that the spirit 
of compadrazgo, or close ties to 
certain individuals, is part of the 
Mexican heritage and is connected 
with the Spanish language. 

This sense of responsibility or 
personal commitment to our com- 
munities is the second point that 
distinguishes the Chicano from the 
Mexican-American, Rejecting the 
Puritan ethic of self-improvement 
above all else, the Chicano recog- 
nizes that just because he ‘‘makes 
it’? does not make the system in 
the country valid or responsible 
to all Chicanos, He recognizes 
that he is pert of a brotherhood 
and that he has a responsibility 
to work for the betterment of his 
people in whatever way he can, 
Therefore, he automatically de- 
votes a portion of his lifetime 
energies toexclusively working for 
the Chicano communities and for 
his carnales and carnalas who live 
in those communities. 

The third item that dis- 
tinguishes Chicanos is the con- 
cept of Chicanismo, This con- 
cept, or philosophy, has currently 
not been entirely defined or out- 
lined, yet one can see that it 
includes the previous two points 
plus the continued maintenance 
and enrichment of our peculiar 
Chicano, or Mexican, heritage, 
Chicanos note that we are heirs 
to a great mixture of cultures, 
the Indian and Spanish. Added to 
this Mexican culture is the ex- 
perience of living in an English- 
speaking country with its con- 
tinuous attempt to erase our Mexi- 
can heritage. Out of this historical 
conflict has arisen our own unique 
mentality and language, different 

























from both the Mexican an’ the 
\merican, Chicanos now accept 
these characteristics as positive 
and beautiful points instead of the 
previous relegation of them as in- 
ferior and vulgar forms of behavior 
and expression, Chicanos perceive 
that their culture must not be 
allowed to remain stagnant, and 
therefore throughout the greater 
Aztlan (U.S, Southwest) he is daily 
expressing himself in his native 
tongue, Pocho, and seeking new 
and more effective ways of 
reviving, maintaining, and en- 
riching his Chicano culture. 
Finally, no longer does the color 
of a Chicano’s skin determine his 
status within his community, The 
lighter-skinned Mexican is not the 
favored son; quite the contrary, 
the darker Indian type is now 
exemplified along with other 
characteristics and customs 
derived from our Indian heritage. 


Third World 


A Third World mentality can 
be expressed as an extension of 
Chicanismo expanded to embrace 
those ethnic minorities who are 
also suppressed and are victims of 
Anglo exploitation and discri- 
mination. In order to understand 
further the concept of the Third 
World, one must first be aware of 
the origins of the term. The First 
World includes the white capitalist 
countries of the Earth (U.S., 
Australia, W. Europe, etc.). The 
Second World features the white 
communist countries (U.SS.R., E. 
Europe), The Third World neces- 
sarily embraces all _ those 
countries not in either of the first 
two worlds. There is no standard 
economic or political ideology 
common to those countries of the 
Third World, as illustrated by 
China, Chile, Egypt, Cuba, India, 
etc 


It also includes those countries 
which are geographically in the 
Third World despite the fact that 
they are dominated by a racist 
white minority (South Africa, Rho- 
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de sia, etc,), Inthese white minority 
dominated nations, the Third World 
embraces the native inhabitants 
who are suppressed and optimis- 
tically views their liberation from 
the white exploiters, Despite the 
fact that there exists no uniform 
political and economic doctrine 
among Third W orld countries, they 
all have something in common, (It 
should be mentioned that an ex- 
ception is Japan, a capitalist 
country which more naturally is 
ideologically and economically 
allied with the First World, and 
Albania, which is closer to the 
Third than the Second World), 
The uniqueness of the Third World 
is that it is economically and po- 
litically subjugatec or exploited by 
either or both of the first two 
worlds, What ever the Third World 
country, it is a fact that today they 
are suffering from mass star- 
vation, economic exploitation, and 
political interference of their in- 
ternal affairs at the hands of the 
white capitalists or communists. 

Within the United States, the 
Third World is comprised of those 
individuals or ethnic groups which 
are descended from the Chicanos, 
Blacks, Puerto Ricans, Chinese, 
Japanese, etc. Also included inthe 
Third World are the Native Ameri- 
cans, more commonly known as 
the American Indians, Further- 
more, in keeping with an inter- 
national philosophy, there are 
substantial numbers of white 
people in this country who canalso 
be classified Third World because 
of their low economic status. 

For there exist many so-called 
“Third World” people in the United 
States that realistically have more 
in common with the dominant 
capitalist majority and are oppres- 
sing their brothers as much as 
the white capitalists. It is to say 
that Third World as a philosophy 
is beginning to adopt a develop- 
ment ofa class consciousness, with 
less emphasis on the ethnic back- 
ground of an individual. Similar to 
the situation of the Third World

help but get involved with.”’ 

_KERS offers interested people 
a practical method for breaking 
into broadcasting, Many people in 
Sacramento are paying hundreds of 
dollars in tuition to correspon- 
dence schools just to join the 
‘growing field of broadcasting.’’ 
Young said he has talked to several 
of these people and found that 
jobs are not available to people 
without experience, no matter what 
courses they take. 

KERS has the second most 
powerful transmitter owned by a 
school in California, This offers 
ample opportunity to be heard 

the Sacramento and 
Central Valleys. Young em- 
phasized that the success or failure 
of this news service ‘‘depends on 
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our own news siaff— people who 
are involved in finding, gathering, 
producing and presenting the news. 
We need people who want to get 
involved, perhaps the people who 
thought about answering that cor- 
respondence school ad, These 
people can save a lot of money 
and again invaluable experience,”’ 

KERS has an excellent job- 
placemem record. In the Sacra- 
memo area, for example, there 
are KERS graduates at KXOA, 
KGMS, KRAK and KZAP, For in- 
formation, contact Mr. Walters or 
Dennis Young at 922-8277.

World famous violin maker

Hans Weisshar, one of the 
world’s most famous con- 
temporary violin makers, will pre- 
sem a lecture-demonstration on 
the great violin makers from | to

Weisshar is not only an expert 
violin maker, but is also an

of the celebrated instruments of 
Stradivari and Guarneri. 

In 1952, Weisshar made inter- 
national headlines by salvaging a 
Stardivari violin which had been 
washed into the Pacific Ocean 
during the heavy floods of that 
winter, Despite more than a day 
of immersion in salt water, the 
violin was saved through a series 
of specially made mold bracings 
and the day-and-night attention of 
Weisshar to the instrument which 
lasted for a period of 72 hours.

countries, the Third World peoples 
of the United States also do not 
have common political views nor 
common economic levels of 
affluence, Yet these peoples un- 
fortunately are educationally and 
socially impotent to a large extent 
under the dominant Anglo society. 
It is this lack of basic human 
rights and participation denied to 
them by the racist and exploita- 
tive Anglo majority of this country 
that is now serving to develop 
a still embryonic Third World 
movement in the United States. 

For just as Chicanos are 
striving to further develop the 
concept of Chicanismo, other Third 
World peoples of this country are 
also beginning to take renewed 
pride in their own particular heri- 
tages. No longer are many Third 
World peoples willing to deny or 
subjugate their cultures inorder to 
be accepted into the American so- 
cietal mainstream. In addition, 
many of them understand that in 
past times the Anglo majority has 
attempted to create animosities 
and divisions among the various 
Third World groups in order to 
divert attention from the problems 
created by white racism and 
capitalist exploitation, 

Thus, what is evolving today, 
while at present still only to a 
small degree, is 2 philosophy or 
mentality of a 1 World which 
features self-determination, or 
that concept that all human beings 
have the right to determine their 
own destinies, Many sophisticated 
Third World peoples in this country 
recognize that while vast cultural 
differences exist amongst them, 
they are all generally existing as 
second-class citizens and suf- 
much the same lack of opportunity 
or oppression in this country. 

Increasingly, coalitions of 
various Third World peoples are 
being formed, seeing in unity a 
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more effective means of achieving 
a common or peculiar goal, One 
can thus state that a Third World 
mentality exists when particular 
Third World groups recognize 
their common ties of misfortune 
and, tossing aside reluctance to 
work together because of past 
friction, make a commitment to 
work for the betterment and im- 
provement of all Third World com- 
munities in this country, It should 
be noted that when Third World 
groups coalesce, they do not cease 
to continue striving for the main- 
tenance or enrichment of their par - 
ticular heritages. it does, however, 
mean that those groups do not 
allow cultural nationalism (ethnic 
identity and self-pride) tointerfere 
with inter-group relations, In 
effect, what the above means is 
a new concept of brotherhood, 
created and maintained because 
of the common oppression 
suffered, At present, unfortu- 
nately, the idea or philosophy as 
stated above is but beginning to 
grow, yet as dedicated people con- 
tinue to seek better means of ef- 
fecting basic human rights, the 
Third World philosophy will con- 
tinue to mature and afford new 
participation and rewards for its 
advocate s. 


The Humanist 


The ultimate mentality that can 
be possessed by an individual, in 
the opinion of this author, is that 
of a humanist. Forgetting momen- 
tarily the popular definition that 
can be found ina dictionary, a brief 
viewpoint of the humanist mentality 
shall be presented here, This 
author wishes to stress that he wil! 
presem the humanist mentality in 
context with interaction among 
various ethnic types, Basically, 
the humanist philosophy canbe said 
to be an extension of the idea of 
brotheshood for Third World 
peoples to now embrace all people 
as human beings having basic 
rights. 

Thus a Chicano, for example, 
will judge a white or black person 
not because of his color or cul- 
ture, but on his merits as an in- 
dividual, This is the old, but 
unfortunately too little practiced, 
concept of not pre judging @ person 
because of race, creed or color, 
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For most persons with any degree 
of native intelligence under stand 
that there are people good and bad 
among all races or ethnic types, 
and to categorically assign or 
stereotype an individual because of 
his color or culture is not an in- 
telligent strategy. 

Unfortunately, in considering 
the current situation in the United 
States, one would probably be 
correct if he stated that 75 per 
cent of all whites are racists, 
consciously or subconsciously, 
However, just as Malcolm X dis- 
covered that not all whites are 
devils, Third World peoples must 
guard against becoming s0 
obsessed with a Third World cul- 
tural nationalism that they reverse 
the racism of whites and stereo- 
type all whites as racists, It has 
too often been the case that when 
an ethnic minority militantly 
voices its intention to retain its 
culture or assert itself, some of 
the overobsessed cultural na- 
tionalist leaders have cate- 
gorically debased whites and all 
other minorities as well, 

This author recognizes that 
general statements are at times 
convenient, yet Third World 
peoples and whites as well must 
guard against oversimplification 
when referring to other ethnic 
types. The humanist, therefore, 
views and respects the peculiar 
ethnic heritages of his fellow 
human beings, neither exalting nor 
degrading them, The Chicano will 
continue to maintain and enrich 
his Chicanismo, the Black his 
Black pride, the white man his, 
etc, 

Of all the mentalities discussed 
above, the humanist mentality is 
unfortunately the most difficult to 
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achieve, Perhaps this is because 
it is the most demanding and calls 
for an outstanding effort from its 
advocates, Nevertheless, all 
persons shared this philosophy to- 
wards their fellow men, 

NOTE: It is the author’s con- 
tention that the mentalities or 
philosophies discussed above are 
achieved through progression, 
starting at the Mexican-American 
level, then Chicano, Third World, 
and finally humanist, However, it 
is quite possible for a Chicano, 
for example, to by-pass the Third 
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World mentality and become a 
humanist. This author strongly 
contends that it is impossible for 
a Mexican-American to adopt 
either a Third World or Humanist 
mentality because in order for a 
Mexican-American to interact with 
other ethnic groups equally he must 
first accept and recognize his par- 
ticular ethnic identity and heritage.
